INSTRUCTION. 


" ( ! )\iei v ten years have. closed since the existing 
Chosen hkhi'^ion( hdinuuee. wus enforced, hi 1.1ns 
interval (lie progress of society and the* develop¬ 
ment of popular" resources mive heen very marked, 
and it appears that. (hoseu lias turned a new leaf. 
< hi assuming my |:reseut duties, l began with 
declaring reform in education as forming tlie basis 
of the culture of a community. 1 liave since 
steadily instituted various investigations with a 
view to reforming the educational system, and have 
ascertained the opinions of'many intelligent persons, 
both ollieial and private, by appointing an Kxtra- 
ordinarv Kdueational Investigation Committee. The 
result is the promulgation of the new Chosen Kd- 
iteat ional ()rdiu:mee. 

As the Chosen Kdueational Ordinance now in 
force was instituted under tin 1 principle of’ making 
it essentially simple and practical in view of the 
conditions and standard of popular civilization pro- 






vailing' ivl the time, it was, as all will readily 
admit, well adapted to tlmse conditions and lias 
contributed in no small degm> t■ > tin* progress of 
civilization in ill is country. The times, however, 
have never ceased to change and will not allow 
any institution to stand still for any long time. 
They imperatively demand reform alter reform to 
conform to their requirements, and no institution 
will tie aide to met?! the requirements of the times 
without timely readjustcmciit. This is why pro¬ 
visions for normal schools and college education 
have been added to the Ordinance, at the same 
time that the standard of primary, commercial and 
industrial and pro'essiomd education has been rai¬ 
sed under the basic principle that Japan and 
('hoseu should have one and the same complete 
institution that they may enj >y common prosperity. 
Nevertheless a difference in circumstances between 
the two countries still exists so primary education 
will go tin ns hi 'ore, retaining the old names lor 
its machinery, but means have been provided 
whereby children will lx* enabled to study in a 
way suited to their peculiar circumstances. 

1 think that the recent trend of the times is 




stimulating enthusiasm for education and is very 
urgent in demanding tho completion of* educational 
provisions. In promulgating the new Educational 
< Jrdinauoe at this juncture, the Government has 
no other ohj"c*t but to make it, an instrument 
whereby education may bo propagated ever more 
widely and in a more thorough going manner, and 
that the masses may enj\v the greater blessing of 
a more ad vain vd civilization and be given the 
power to enhance their well being. The governors 
and governed should e-o-ojieratc with one mind to 
choose plain and sound measures under the guid¬ 
ance of the new Ordinance and thus minister to 
the prosperity of the Empire and, advancing yet, 
a step farther, contribute to the development of the 
culture of the world.

If exceptions an* detailed necessary with regard 
to the case stated in the preceding paragraph due 
to conditions peculiar to Chosen, the Governor- 
General. of Chosen is authorised to make special 
provision.

A Common School aims at giving children 
moral training, while? paying due attention to their 
physical growth, at cultivating in the*m the* etharac- 
te*r of a good suhje*ct l>y imparting elementary 
knowledge: and art indispensable: te> life*, and at 
making the*m masters e>f the? national language*. 

Article? V. 

The etourse? of study of a Common Se*hool is 
six years, though* it. may he* shortened to five en* 
four years should the conditions of the* loe*alii.y in 
which it stauds necessitate it. 

Children imt le*.ss than lull six ye?ars eel age* 
are eligihle tor admission <0 a Comnum Seheud. 

A Cennmon Sediool with a six-year e*ourse 
may add a higher course* of two years’ duration. 

Those* who have* linishe*d the six-ye*ar course's 
of a Common School or whose scholarship is ree* >g- 
ui/cd as cepial to, or higher than, the* standard 



laid down by the Governor-General of Chosen 
will be admitted to the higher eour.se. 

A Common School may have a supplementary 
course. 

Thu course of study and entrance qualifications 
for the supplementary course are iixed by the

Article YT. 

A Higher Common School aims at giving 
boys moral education while paying attention to 
their physical growth, at cultivating in them the 
character of a good subject by imparting common 
knowledge and art useful for life, and at making 
them proficient in the national lauguage. 

Artical YU. 

The course of study of a higher common 
school is five years. 

Only those who have finished the common 
school course of six years, or whose scholarship is 
recognized us equal to, or higher than tiie standard 
laid down by the (iovernor-(funeral of Chosen are 
eligible tin- admission to a Higher Common School. 

A Higher Common School may have a sup¬ 
plementary course. 
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The course of study and entrance qualifications 
for the supplementary course are fixed by the 
Governor-General of Chosen. 

Article VIII. 

A .Girls’ Higher Common School aims at 
giving ‘girls moral education while paying attention 
to their physical growth and the festering of female 
virtues, at cultivating in them the character of a 
good subject by instructing them in common 
knowledge and art useful lor lift*, and at making 
them proficient in the national language. 

Article IX. 

The course of study of a Girls’ High School 
is five or four years, though it may he made three 
should the conditions of the locality in which it 
stands demand it. 

Those who have finished a Common School 
course of six years, or whose siiolurship is recog¬ 
nized as equal to, or higher than, the standard laid 
down by the Governor-General of Chosen are eli¬ 
gible for admission to a Girls’ Higher Common 
School. 

Those eligible for admission to a Girls’ 
Higher Common School having a course of three 




y<*ars only, tiro girls’ who have scholarship equal 
to, or higher than the standard laid down hy the 
Governor-General of Chosen. 

A Girls’ Higher Common School may have a 
supplementary course. 

The course of study and entrance qualifications 
of the supplementary course are fixed by the 
Governor-General of Chosen. 

Article X. 

With regard to entrance qualifications, those 
finishing a Common School course of six years are 
regarded as having completed a 'Primary School 
course, those! completing the first year or the full 
term of the higher course! of a Common School as 
having respectively finished the first year or the 
full term of a Higher Primary School having a 
two year course of study, those: finishing a Higher 
Common School course* as those finishing a Middle 
Se'hool e-ourse*, and those finishing a Girls’ Higher 
Common Se-hool course*, those; finishing a Girls’ 
High Se - hool course*, the te*rm of which is regared 
as prope:r. 

Artietle: XI. 

Business education is governed by the Business 



School Ordinance, hut the functions of the -Minis¬ 
ter of Kdueation mentioned in that Ordinance are 
performed hy the < iovornor-Gencral of Chosen. 

With regard to the establishment of a Business 
Seh >ol and its text-hooks, the Governor-General of 
( -hoseix is invested with discretionary powers. 

Article XII. 

Professional education is governed hy the 
IVo.cssional School Ordinance and university edu¬ 
cation and professional education for the same hy 
the University Ordinance with a proviso that the 
functions of the Minister of Udueattou mentioned 
in those Ordinances are per firmed hy the Govemor- 
< reneral of Chosen. 

With regard to the establishment of a Profes¬ 
sional School and t.li<* ipuiliiicatious of hauliers oi 
a X .Adversity Preparatory Course, the Governor - 
General of Chosen is invested with discretionary 
powers. 

Article XIII. 

An institution where normal education is given 
is a Normal School. 

A Normal School aims at socially IbsOriug 
moral character, and at training those desirous of 



looming teachers of a Primary School and Com¬ 
mon School. 

Article XIV. 

A Normal School shall have a First and 
Second Department, but in case special circum¬ 
stances exist, it. may have either a First Depart¬ 
ment, only or a Second Department only. 

A First Department educates those intending 
to become teachers of a Primary School, and a 
Second Department, those to become teachers of a 
Common School. 

Article XV. 

The course of study of a Normal School is 
six years, that is, an ordinary course of live years 
and a practice course of one year, though, with 
regard to 'emales, tire course ef study is five years, 
their ordinary course being one year less. 

Article XVi. 

Those who have completed a Primary School 
course or whose scholarship is recognized jus equal 
to, or higher than, the standard laid down by the 
t iovernor-( lencial of Chosen are eligible tor admis¬ 
sion to the ordinary course of a .Normal School, 
• and those eligible lor admission to the practice 





course are those who have completed the ordinary 
course, or who have completed a Middle School 
course or a (firis’ High School course of four 
years, or whose scholarship is recognized as equal 
to or higher than, the standard laid down l)y the 
Governor-General of' Chosen. 

Article XVII. 

In ease special circumstances exist, a Normal 
School shall have a Special course or may have a 
special course alone. 

Provisions of Art. XLV apply correspondingly 
to the special course mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph. 

Article XVIII. 

The course of study of* flu; special course is 
either three or two years. 

Only those are eligible for admission to the 
special course who have completed a Higher Pri¬ 
mary School of two years or whose scholarship is 
recognized equal to, or higher than, the standard 
laid down by the Governor-General of Chosen. 

Article XIX. 

A Normal School may have a post-graduate 
course or a training course, hut the post graduate 



course fan not ho ostablislu'd in a Normal School 
having a sjx*eial course alone. The course of study 
and entrance tjualif cations for a post graduate* 
course* or a training course* are fixed hy the 
Governor-General of Chosen. 

Article; XX. 

A Normal School shall have attached there 
1o a Primary School and a Commou School, 
though a Normal Se*hool of the* First. Department 
may have* altnehed a Primary School only, and 
that of the se*coneI Department a Common School 
only. 

Tii case* t.lu*re> exists special circumstance's, a 
Public Primary School may be substituted for a 
Primary School attached, and Public Common 
School tor a Common Sehool atlae-hed. 

Note : The Original words used in the Ordinance 

for b’ sinefis education are “jitsugto kyoiku" and mean 
both commercial and industrial education. 

Article XXI. 

A Normal School is either a Government or 
Public Institution. 

A Public Normal Sehool may lx* established 
only with the local revenues of a province. 
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Article XXir. 

Tu ease special circumstances exist, either a 
practice course or a tmining course of tlu* Second 
Department of the Normal School may he addi- 
thmally established in a Higher Common School 
or Girls’ I richer Common School as maiuhmled 
by the Government. 

1 'revisions of Article X X apply correspondingly 
to the Higher Common School or Girls’ Higher 
Common School mentioned in the preceding para¬ 
graph. 

Article XX nr. 

With regard to tlr* subjects ef study, organi¬ 
zation, equipment and tuition fee of a Common 
School, Higher Common School, Girls’ Higher 
Common School, and Normal School, the Governor- 
Ueuorul is invested with discretionary powers. 

Article XXIV. 

For the establishment, or abolition of a Com¬ 
mon School, Higher Common School, and Girls’ 
Higher Common School, whether public or private 
and a public Normal School, permission of the 
Governor-General of Chosen is required. 

Article XXV. 
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ra case special circa instances exist, subject to pro¬ 
visions made by the Governor-General of Chosen, 
those not usually speaking the national language 
are eligible for admission to a Common School, 
Higher Common School, or Girls’ Higher Com¬ 
mon School, and those usually speaking the na¬ 
tional language to the Primary School, Middle 
School or Girls’ High School, 

Article XXIV. 

With regard to a private school for particular 
education and all other educational undertakings, 
the Governor-General of Chosen is invested with 
discretionary powers in such matters as are not 
provided f>r in this Ordinance. 

Supplementary Rule, 

Article xxvrr. 

The date of enforcement of this Ordinance is 
appointed by the Governor-General, of Chosen. 

Article XXVHf. 

The Chosen Educational Ordinance promul¬ 
gated by Imperial Ordinance 'No. TJ!). the 41th 
year of Mciji (1911) is null and void. 

Article XXfX. 

A Primary School, Middle School, Girls’ 





High School, Common School, Higher Common 
School, Business School, whether it. is special, ele¬ 
mentary or Common or Government, Professional 
School, and Normal School such as is actually 
existing in Chosen when this Ordinance comes into 
0]ieration is respectively a Primary Sehoool, Middle 
School, Girls’ High School, Common School, Higher 
Common School, Girls’ Higher Common School, 
Business School, Professional School, and Normal 
School by virtue of this Ordinance. 

The Higher Common School, Girls’ Higher 
School, Business School and Professional School 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph may apply 
provisions of the superseded Educational Ordinance 
to their present scholars while continuing in attend¬ 
ance. 

Article XXX. 

A Higher Common School actually existing 
in Chosen when this Ordinance comes into opera¬ 
tion may continue its supplementary course estab¬ 
lished by virtue of the superseded Educational 
Ordinance within the limits of two years from the 
date of the enforcement of this Ordinance. 

Article XXXT. 
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A Oovcrament. Higher (Common School and 
fJovernment (oris 1 Higher Common School actu¬ 
ally existing in Chosen when this Ordinance comes 
into operation may continue their Normal Courses 
established hv virtue of the superseded Educational 
Ordinance*, in case of the form<*r within the limits 
of four years from tie* date of enforcement of this 
()rdinance and in the rase of the latter within the 
limits of three years from the same date. 

Article XXXIT. 

A Private Professional School actually exist¬ 
ing in Chosen when this Ordinance comes into 
operation may he maintained for the time being 
by virtue of the superseded Educational Ordi¬ 
nate e.

Ordinance No. -'» of the 
(rovcrnmcnt-t rcneral of Chosen. 

The ('hosen Educational Ordinance comes into 
three on the first day of April, the Eleventh Year 
of Taisl.o (1022), 
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REGULATIONS FOR FRIVATE^SCHOOLS. 

As the result of the revision promulgated hy 
the Government-General Ordinance No, 27 of 1922, 
the regulations for Private Schools in Chosen are 
now as follows 

Article T. 

A written application for recognition of the 
establishment of a Primary School, Common School, 
Middle School, Higher Common School, Girls’ 
Higher School, Girls’ Higher Common School, 
Business School or Professional School shall he 
accompanied with an account of the personal his¬ 
tory of its founder, in ease of it being a juridical 
foundation, with a copy of its act of endowment, 
an inventory of its funds, and documentary evidence 
concerning its endowment. 

Article IT. 

In ease a private school other than mentioned 
in the preceding Article is to be established, rec¬ 
ognition of the Governor-General of Chosen must 
he applied for and obtained, the application being 
supported by information specified below: 

1. Object of School; 

2. Name and situation; 





3. SediOOl-rules ; 

•I. Ground plan of buildings and grounds, giv¬ 
ing area in stubo, with a description of the 
neighborhood; 

>. Kstimates of annual revenue and expenditure 
extending from its first inception to the com¬ 
pletion of the school; 

0 Ways and means of maintenance, and, with 
regard to the funds and donations, document¬ 
ary evidence thereanent to he attached ; 

7. Personal history of the founder, and in ease 
of a juridical foundation, the act of endowment; 
In ease the matters specified in No. 1 and 2 
of the preceding paragraph are to undergo change, 
oi- change? is made in the founder, recognition of 
the Governor-General of Chosen must he applied 
for and obtained, while? should matters specified in 
No. 0 he changed the Governor-General of Chosen 
must be notified. 

Article III. 

The following matters must be* provided for 
in the sehool rule's mentioned in No. 3 of the 
pive'oding paragraph : 

1. Matters redating to the course of study, 



subjects of study, their standard, and the 
number of hours allotted per week to their 
teaching; 

'1. Kquipment: 

?>. [Matters relating to the school year and 
school terms; 

4. IMattcrs relating to holidays; 

5. [Matters relating to the qualifications required 
of scholars for admission and how admission 
is gained ; 

0. Matters relating to expulsion, and disciplin¬ 
ary punishment of scholars; 

7. Matters relating to the finishing of the 
school course and graduation; 

<S. Matters relating to fees; 

I). Matters other than those specified in the 
foregoing, hut deemed necessary hy the school 
concerned ; 

Tn ease matters specified in Nos. 1, 4, or ”> 
arc to he altered, recognition of the Governor- 
General of Chosen must he applied for and ob¬ 
tained, while alteration in matters specified in Nos. 
*4, and 0-0 must be reported to tbe Governor- 
General of Chosen. 
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A Hide IV. 

Tlio founder of a Private Professional School, 
Private Middle School, or Private Higher Com- 
mon School shall be a juridieal foundation possessed 
of property sufficient to establish and maintain 
such school. 

Article V. 

The opening or closure of a school must be 
reported to the Governor-General of Chosen with¬ 
out delay except in such cases as are specially 
provided for. 

Article VI. 

Private schools of various kinds coming under 
the head of schools for common education must 
give lessons according to their respective standards 
in conformity with the essentials of the various 
subjects of study provided for in the several regu¬ 
lations for a Primary School, Common School, 
Middle School, Higher Common School, Girls 
High School, or Girls’ Higher Common School, 
«is well as in conformity with the directions as to 
teaching. 

hi a school provided for in the foregoing 
paragraph, morals and the national language must 
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1h* included among its subjects of study. 

Note: By Business Seliool is meant “JiTSUGYO uakko’’ 
includirg both industrial and Commercial schools. 

The same applies wherever ''Business School’ appears 
in the following articles. 

Article VII. 

Rescinded. 

Article VlU. 

A private rchool shall have a principal. 

A principal shall soprosent his school and 
take charge of its affairs. 

Article IX. 

Text books of a private school shall be those 
compiled by the Government-General of Chosen, 
those examined and approved by the Governor- 
General of Chosen, or those recognized by him, 
except in eases specially provided for. 

Article X. 

When it is intended to secure recognition for 
a text hook under tlie provisions of the preceding 
Article, such recognition shall bo applied for by 
presenting a report on the title of the book, 
number of volumes, school year for which it is 
intended, full name of author, of translator and 
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publisher, and date of publication. 

Article XI. 

A teacher in a private school classed among 
schools giving common education, business education, 
or professional education, must be one in possession 
of proof that lie is equipped with sufficient schol¬ 
arship to teach in such a school and proficient in 
the national language*. Hut a teacher exclusively 
for the Korean language, Chinese classies, a 
foreign language or other special subject is not 
necessarily required to be proficient in the national 
language. 

Article XII. 

A person coming under any one of the fol¬ 
lowing categories is not allowed to become tin? 
founder, principal, or teacher of a private school: 

1. One who has been punished with imprison¬ 
ment or greater penalty, unless such a one 
has been pardoned by act of grace or been 
rehabilitated; 

■J ()ne who has been adjudicated a bankrupt or 
an insolvent and lias not been rehabilitated, or 
one who, being legally dealt with as a bankrupt, 
has not completed repayment of his debts; 
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«>. One who has boon dismissed from office by 
way of discipline within two years past, unless 
be has been pardoned, and released from 
d isei plinay measi i res ; 

4. One who has boon dispossesed of his teachers 
license, or dismissed or deprived of official 
recognition by virtue of provisions of Art. 
XIV within two years past; 
f). One who is known to be of laid character 
and conduct. 

Article XHT. 

When the founder intends to ensil'd a prin- 
eipal or teacher, official approval shall be applied 
for and obtained from the Oovcrnor General ol 
Chosen in the ease of a Professional School, Aliddle 
School, Higher Common School, Oirls’ High School, 
Girls’ Higher Coinnion School or a Business 
(JITSDUYO) School other than a Technical School 
or Technical Continuation School, while in the 
cage of schools other than those designated above, 
official recognition of the .Provincial Governor in 
whose jurisdiction the school is, shall be applied 
for and obtained. When a principal or teacher 
has been releived of bis post, the Govorncr-General 
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oi.' Chosen must, lit* notified in tin* ease of a Pro¬ 
fessional School, Middle Sehool, Higher Common 
School, Girls’ High School, Girls’ Higher Com¬ 
mon School, or a Business School other than a 
Technical School or Technical Continuation Sehool, 
while the Provincial Governor in whose juriadic- 
tion tht! school is, shall he notified in the ease of 
a school other than those designated above. 

To the written application for recognition, as 
mentioned in tin; foregoing paragraph, shall be 
appended the career of the person to be engaged 
in the east: of a Primary Sehool, Common School, 
or a school coming under the same category, but 
in tht* ease of schools other than those specified 
above there shall be given in addition to the 
persons career a list of the subject or subjects lit: is 
to teach. 

In case the provisions of Art. XI of the 
regulations governing the qualifications and num¬ 
ber of teachers in a private sehool are referred to, 
iu applying for recognition provided for in Para¬ 
graph 1, a document setting forth, the term of 
engagement, of the teacher and giving his full name 
must be appended as specified in the preceding 





Paragraph. 

• Iu (‘use recognition specified in Paragraph I 
luis been applied for by virtue of ihe provisions of 
Paragraph 1 of Art. V or Paragraph 1 or Art. IX 
of the Regulations concerning the qualifications and 
number of teachers in a private school, an exam¬ 
ination may be held for the person concerned, if 
lie so desires, should he be judged not proficient 
in the national language though possessed of the 
requisite scholarly attainment. 

Article XIV. 

The government office which lias approved 
the appointment of a school principal or teacher 
is authorized to order the dismissal of such prin¬ 
cipal or teacher or cancel the recognition previous¬ 
ly given, should he be recognized unworthy. 

Article XV. 

Should the provisions, teaching, or other mat¬ 
ters in a private school be recognized as harmful 
educationally, the government office having super¬ 
vision of it is authorized to order changes to be 
made. 

Article XVI. 

The Governor-General of Chosen may order 
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the closure of a private school for any of the fol¬ 
lowing causes; 

1. Should the provisions of the laws and Or¬ 
dinance be violated; 

2. Should the public peace and order be threaten¬ 
ed with disturbances, or good morals threatened 
with corruption; 

Should lessons as prescribed not be given 
for the period of six; months or more; 

4. Should the order specified in Art. XIV and 
Art. XV be disregarded. 

Article XVII. 

A private school shall keep the following books 
and documents, except in such eases as come under 
special regulations: 

1. School register and attendance book; 

1 . (Career of every member of the school 

faculty ; 

Ik 1 jist. of graduates. 

Article Will. 

A private schools is under the supervision ol 
the Governor of the province in which it stands, 
unless specially regulated otherwise. 

A Municipal Prefect, or a District or Island 
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Magistrate, when lie deems it. necessary, win inves¬ 
tigate on the spot, or demand report from, a 
Private Primary .School, a Private Common School, 
or any other Private School coming under the same 
category, and submit to the supervising government 
office liis opinion thereon. 

Article XIX. 

This Ordinance dose not apply, to the school 
lor foreigners. 

Article XX. 

The provisions of Art. Ytll, XI-XN f, XVILI 
and XIX correspondingly apply to a private 
kindergarden. 

When there are special circumstances, a person 
who does not come within the provisions ol' Art. 
XL may he appointed as a kindergarden teacher, 

SUPPLEMENTARY RULES. 

This Ordinance takes effect on the day ol 
promulgation with the exception of the provisions 
contained in Article VI which shall come into 
force on April, 1, 192d. 

As for those private school that obtained recog¬ 
nition before the* enforcement of this Ordinance, 
matters requiring recognition by virtue <>f this 



Ordinance arc regarded as having already been 
recognized he virtue of this Ordinance. 

With regard to teachers of a private school 
coming under the head of a Common School, or 
teachers giving lessons, other than those of morals, 
the national language, history, geography, or gym¬ 
nastics, in a Private School coming under the head 
of a Higher Common School, a Girls’ Higher 
Common School, a Business school, or a profes¬ 
sional school, persons other than those specified in 
Art. XI may he employed until March 31, 1925, 
in case it is found difficult, to secure those possessed 
of the qualifications specified in that article. 

Those private schools of various kinds that 
obtained recognition of establishment prior to 
March 31, 1915, are not required to e inform to 
the provisions of Art. XI until March 31, 1925. 

The Chosen Government General Ordinance 
No. 81 of 1915 is null and void. 

Sii p ] dement ary Rules. 

This Ordinance comes into force on April 1, 
1923. 

The Regulations for Examination for private 
school teachers are null and void. 
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The provisions of Art. I\ r are not applicable 
to a Private Higher Common School actually in 
existence when this Ordinance comes into olicet. 

Tlic provisions hitherto in force still obtain 
with regard to the qualifications of a teacher edu¬ 
cating such scholars as arc governed by the original 
Ordinance in a Higher Common School, or Business 
School hy virtue of the provisions of Paragraph 
2 of Art. XXIX of the Educational Ordinance 
of Chosen, and those of a teacher in a professional 
school eontiuing its existence hy virtue of A rt. 
XXXH of the Educational Ordinance of Chosen. 

As regards a teacher on the staff of a Common 
School, Girls' Higher Common School, or Business 
School when this Ordinance comes into operation, 
though not having the qualifications specified in 
the Regulations concerning the qualifications and 
number of teachers in a Private School, he is re¬ 
garded as having obtained recognition as provided 
in Art. XIII as teacher of that school for a period 
not longer than one year after the date of the 
enforcement of this Ordinance. 

A teacher on the staff of any school mentioned 
in the preceding Paragraph and possessing the 
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qualifications provided in the regulations for qual¬ 
ifications and number of teachers in a Private 
School, or a teacher on the staff a private? profes¬ 
sional or other private school of any kind, is re¬ 
garded as having obtained recognition as provided 
in Art. XIIT, immediately this Ordinance comes 
into force. 

REGULATIONS CONCERNING QUALIFICATIONS OF 
TEACHERS AND THEIR NUMBER FOR PRIVATE SCHOOLS, 

(ioveroment Ordinance No. 28. The Twenty Eighth 
Day of March, the Eleventh Year of Taisho 1922'. 

Article I. 

The qualifications of teachers and their number 
for pirvate schools arc governed by this Ordinance 
except for those recognized under special provisions. 

Article II. 

A Qualified teacher for a primary school shall 
he one coming under one or more of the following 
categories, 

1, A regular teacher for Primary Schools, i. e. 
one possessed of a teachers certificate (Seikyo-In). 

2. One coming under one of the items 1 to 5 
inclusive of Article 107 of the Ordinance for 



enforcement of the Primary School regulations. 

3. One having passed class A (Dai-Rslm) exam¬ 
ination in conformity with the ninitiations for 
examination of teachers f>r Primary and (Com¬ 
mon Schools. 

4. A graduate of a Government or Public School 
in Chosen fir the (.raining of teachers, i. c., a 
graduate of the Normal Department of a Hig¬ 
her Common School or one having completed 
tie 1 required Short. Truining Course fir Train¬ 
ing Teachers. 

The above does not include those graduating 
previous to 1013 (the Second Year of Taisho; 
from the Keij > Higher Common School Special 
Course for Teachers, nor graduates of “A” 
department (Dai-Tehi-Bu) of the same school, 
or of the Normal Department of the Girls’ 
Higher Common School. 

o. One having passed the examination pre¬ 
scribed in Article HI of Ordinance No. 72 of 
the Government-General of Chosen under date 
of the Tenth Year of Taisho (1921) or one ap¬ 
pointed by virtue of the provisions contained 
in Article VFIT of the same Ordinance. 



6. One appointed by the Governor-General of 
Chosen with regard to No. 2 of this Article, 
one falling within the purview of Nos. 4 and 
5 of Article 107 of the Ordinance enforcing 
the application of the Primary School regu¬ 
lations, shall Ik? one having taught for two years 
or more in a Primary or Common School after 
graduation from the teachers course of such 
school, or passing the examination for teachers; 
or one completing a Supplementary C'our.st' of 
one year or more after graduation from a Girls’ 
High School (subjects of study being Ethics, 
Education, Japanese, Chinese, Drawing and 
Music). Note: One completing the course of 
Drawing and Music while attending a Girls’ 
High School is excused from those subjects in 
the Supplementary Course. 

Article III. 

Common School teachers shall he such as fall- 
within one or mow of the following categories. 

1. One Possessing the qualifications of a Primary 
School teacher as provided for in the preceding 
Article. 

2. One having passed class B (Dai-Ni-Sha) 



examination in accordance with the regulations 
concerning examination of teachers for Primary 
and Common Schools. 

3. A graduate of the Normal Department of a 
Higher Common School or Girls’ Higher Com- 
mon School. 

4. One coming under any one of the items in 
Article IT, and, having successfully taught in 
a Common or Primary School for three years 
or more, and is recognized hy the Provincial 
Governor ;is having the 'nullifications of a Com¬ 
mon School teacher. 

fi, ()ne appointed hy the Governor-General of 
Chosen. A person desirous of obtaining recog¬ 
nition in conformity with No. 4 of this Article, 
shall present a petition, attaching thereto an 
account of his personal history. 

With the exception of those who possess <nulli¬ 
fications as prescribed in No. 1 of Article 1, one 
comm in g under one of the following categories, is 
eligible to teach classes below the fourth year. 

1. One having passed class C (Dai-San-Slm) 
examination in conformity with the regulations 
for Primary and Common School teachers. 




2. One graduating from tin* Short Course for 
Teachers’ of a Higher Common School. 

3 . A graduate previous to the second year of 
Taisho (1913) of the Keijo Higher Common 
School Special Course for Teachers or a grad¬ 
uate of “A” Department (Dai-Iehi-Bu) of the 
same institution. 

4. One holding a Primary School Assistant 
Teacher’s Certificate (Junkyo-In) 

5 . One appointed by the Governor-General of 
Chosen. 

Article I\ r . 

A Primary or Common School shall provide 
one or more teachers fir each class who shall dis¬ 
charge no other duty nor serve the class in part 
while serving principally elsewhere. 

U’ special circumstances exist, the number of 
teachers aforementioned may be reduced on receiving 
permission from the Provincial Governor. 

Article Y. 

In ease of Primary and Common Schools find¬ 
ing it impossible* to secure teachers qualified under 
Article II or III they may engage those not falling 
within the purview of the same. Teachers thus 
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employed shall have had a fair education and 
shall be proficient in the National Language. 

Those engaged solely for teaching the Korean, 
Chinese, or other Foreign language or some special 
Art. however, are not required to conform to this 
rule. 

The number of teachers engaged by a Primary 
or Common School by virtue of the provisions 
of this Article shall not exceed one-half the total 
number of its classes. 

Article VI. 

A teacher for a Middle School, Higher Com¬ 
mon School, Girls’ High School, or Girls’ Higher 
Common School shall come under one of the fol¬ 
lowing categories, 

1. One possessing a teachers’ certificate entitling 
him to teach in a Normal School, a Middle 
School, a Girls’ High School or Higher Course 
in a Higher School. 

2. One appointed by the Governor-General of 
Chosen. 

Article VII. 

A teacher for Jitsugyo-Gakko (Commercial 
and Industrial Schools) shall come under one of 
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the following categories. 

1. One fulling within the purview of the pro¬ 
visions concerning the qualifications of. teachers 
of Public and Private Jitsugyo-Gakko contain¬ 
ed in Article I of the Educational Ordinance. 

2. One appointed hy the Governor-General of 
Chosen. One other than a may possessing the 
general certificate of a Jitsugyo-Gakko teacher 
may become a teacher in a Jitsugyo-Supple- 
montary School, if coming under one of the 
following classifications, 

1. A graduate of the Teachers Training Course 
of a Jitugyo-Supplementavy School. 

2. One coming under No. 1 of Article III of 
this Ordinance. 

Article VIII. 

The number of teachers for a Jitsugyo-Gakko 
(Industrial School) other than a Middle School, 
Higher Common School, Girls High School, Girls’ 
Higher ('ommon School, and Industrial Supplement¬ 
ary School shall lie two or more to each class in 
a school having less than five classes, but schools 
having more than five classes shall increase the 
number of teachers at the rate of one and one 



half for each additional class. The services of one 
teacher however shall he for the class to which he 
is attached, and he shall not discharge any other 
duty nor serve that class in part while principally 
serving elsewhere. With regard to the number of 
teachers for an Industrial Supplementary School, 
the Provincial Governor is invested with dis¬ 
cretionary powers. 

Article IX. 

in the case of a Middle School, Higher Com¬ 
mon School, Girls’ High School, Girls’ Higher 
Common School, or Industrial School finding it 
impossible to secure teachers who come under the 
provisions of Article VI and ATI, it may substi¬ 
tute for them those not coming under the same. 
Teachers employed by virtue of the provisions of 
tin* foregoing shall have sufficient scholarship to 
enable them to discharge their duties satisfactorily 
to teach in such school and shall he proficient in 
the National language. 

Article X. 

Hu* number of teachers, including those to be 
engaged by virtue of the provisions of the preceding 
Article, for a Jitsu-Gyo-Gakko (Industrial School) 
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other than a Middle School, Higher Common School, 
Gilds’ High School, and Industrial Supplementary 
School, shall not exceed one-half the total number 
of its teachers coming under the provisions of 
Articles VI and VII. 

Article XT. 

In ease special circumstances exist, such schools 
may far a fixed, exceed the number pressevibed 
in the third paragraph of Article VI or those 
restricted by the prewaling Article, and may engage 
teachers l>v virtue of the provisions of Article IX. 

Article XH. 

With regard to the restriction on the number 
of teachers employed by a professional School or 
Industrial Supplementary School under the provi¬ 
sions of Article IX, the Provincial Governor is 
invested with discretionary powers. 

Article XIII. 

'fids Ordinance does not apply to Industrial 
Colleges. 

Supplementary Rule. 

This Ordinance comes into force on April I, 
the Eleventh Year of Taisho (1022).
